With the closing of the last Brit- 
ish post office in China collectors 
of those interesting overprints will 
scramble for unsecured items, as 
they have all become obsolete now.

ALBANIA 


Mr. R. Roberts has sent us the 
very lovely new air post series, 
quite in keeping with the recently 
chronicled postage set. These airs 
are large horizontal rectangles, 
36%x2012mm, printed by the roto- 
gravure process on unwatermarked 
white paper in sheets of one hun- 
dred (2 horizontal panes of fifty, 
each pane of ten rows of five 
stamps). Perforation is 14x14%. 
Two designs are utilized, very 
similar in appearance. On the four 
lower values the plane is seen from 
the open making a turn to the left

AZORES 


Mr. R. Roberts has submitted 
another value of the Ceres type of 
Portugal, overprinted “ACORES”. 
This makes a total of five values 
recorded recently, so we assemble 
them all below for a complete list 
to date. Two different printings 
have been employed thus far on 
these stamps, the Lisbon printing, 
bearing a small and usually unde- 
cipherable inscription at the foot 
of each stamp, and the London 
printing which bears no imprint on 
the stamp, but on the sheet mar- 
gin (lower) of which appears the 
inscription ‘“Sobr-Agostinho”. It 
may be of interest to specialists 
and students to note that other and 
very interesting differences dis- 
tinguish the two printings. We 
have by careful examination found 
no less than eleven positive varia- 
tions between the two, and more 
are probably there. We list only 
the most easily seen, no glass be- 
ing necessary:

BELGIUM 


We have received from Rene 
Boon a copy of the 20fr postage 
value, Type A-64, re-engraved and 
issued by the government printers 
at Malines, whereas the old one 
(No. 213) was printed in Paris. 
The same plate has been used, but 
all the lines deepened and 
strengthened, so that the new is- 
sue has almost the appearance of 
an embossed stamp, particularly in 
the upper half of the curved circle 
around the portrait, and in the 
outer frames of the small squares 
in the lower corners. The back- 
ground back of the king’s head ap- 
pears more nearly solid in the new 
type, giving the whole stamp a 
darker cast. The paper’is yellow- 
ish in tint and perf. 14x14, 
while the old type is on very white 
paper, perf. 14x14 

Mr. Boon also states that tete- 
beche pairs of the 5c, 25c, 35c, and 
60c (Type A63) and of the 1fr and 
L75fr (Type A58) will soon ap- 
pear, but in numbers not exceeding 
ten to a sheet of four hundred. 


DANZIG 


Whitfield King & Co. inform us 
that on November 15 were due to 
appear the current 5, 10, 15, 20, 25, 
30, 35, 40, 50, 75pf and lg stamps 
overprinted “1920—15 November— 
1930” commemorating the ten 
years of existence of the Free 
State of Danzig. This will probably 
be a somewhat limited issue and 
worth procuring early. 


FINLAND 
Gibbons Stamp Monthly tells of 


the discovery that 500 of the re- 
cently chronicled Zeppelin over- 


Sowa Soe 
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prints were accidentally issued 
with the date reading “1830” in- 
stead of 1930. Two hundred were 
sold over the counter before the 
error was noticed, and the remain- 
ing three hundred withdrawn and 
destroyed. This error is bringing 
very high prices already. Look ov- 
er your covers for one, as some 
were undoubtedly used in the mail. 


GERMANY 


We should have mentioned that 
the four new charity stamps list- 
ed last week were issued on the or- 
dinary paper watermarked net- 
work. Only the IPOSTA sheet had 
the special eagle watermark on 
each of these stamps. Incidentally, 
it is surprising what good proper- 
ty the little sheet has become. Few 
dealers seem to have it at all, and 
in spite of its low face value it is 
fetching very good prices. The 
four colors make it a rather unique 
item. 


GT. BRITAIN—Offices in China 


Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly men- 
tions the fact that when Wei-hai- 
wei was returned to China on Oc- 
tober 1st of this year another cata- 
log list was closed. All Hongkong 
stamps overprinted “China” are 
now obsolete, and will rapidly be- 
come valuable property.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 

Evidently the bi-lingual stamps 
cause tribulation to the stamp 
makers down there, as Gibbons 
Stamp Monthly notes an interest- 
ing error in the make-up of the 
rolls of 500 of the %p printed on 
the rotary press. The English and 
Afrikaans wording are supposed 
to alternate, but they have seen 
cases where twe English worded 
stamps were together, followed by 
two Afrikaans. They have also 
seen these in reverse order, so evi- 
dently cliches were transposed in 
more than one case. A strip of four 
showing both pairs would be worth 
a place in any collection.

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A Call To Arms 


MATTER of vital in- 
terest to every stamp 
collector will undoubt- 
edly come before the 
next session of Con- 
gress in Washington. 
It therefore behooves 
every stamp collector to get up on 
his toes, squander another 2c 
stamp and write a letter to his 
congressman at once in protest of 
this newest folly of our present 
Postmaster General in Washing- 





ton. 

Postmaster General Walter 
Brown has his heart set on wiping 
out the annual deficit of the Post- 
ofice Department. He has cast 
about in every direction for a goat 
on which to saddle this fetish and 
his present plan is to increase the 
first class postage rate from 2c to 
2%c. While the novelty of a 24ec 
stamp might have some appeal to 
stamp collectors the unreasonable 
idea is one that should be fought 
by every collector both as a col- 
lector and as a business man. 

Stamp collectors as a class prob- 
ably write more letters than any 
other class of people. A 25% raise 
in the price of your new issues by 
your favorite dealer would bring 
from you a howl that would be 
heard around the world. A 25% 
increase in your living expenses 
at a time when making a living is 
a devilish hard job under present 
conditions would make you kick 
long and hard and often. A 25% 
increase in postage on your let- 
ters, something that would hit you 
every day, something that in the 
aggregate over a year’s time 
would amount to many dollars is 
something that you can prevent if 
you will act now. 

With business conditions all ov- 
er the country in the situation that 
they are at present it is ridiculous 
to attempt to saddle this extra 
burden on the people for the sole 
purpose of saying “I wiped out the 
postal deficit”. 

Mr. Frank Coes of Worcester, 
Mass., has been fighting this pro- 
posed postal increase for some 
time, both in his local newspapers 
and through national publications. 
Of particular interest is an editori- 
al in the Worcester Telegram of 
November 12th, which is doubtless 
inspired by Mr. Coes’ writings: 


There Is No Need for Higher 
Postage Rates 

Plaintive is the declaration about 
the proposal to increase the post- 
age rate on first-class mail from 
two to two and one-half cents an 
ounce, made by Frederic A. Til- 
ton, Third Assistant Postmaster 
General. 

Mr. Tilton says that the in- 
creased rate will be necessary to 


wipe out the postal deficit, and 
then adds: 

“If the mail users protest more 
vigorously than the taxpayers, 
their cause may prevail over the 
principle of equity.” 

Evidently Mr. Tilton has an idea 
that the people of America are di- 
vided into two groups—mail users 
who pay no taxes, and taxpayers 
who send no mail. 

Mr. Tilton might well consider 
this simple fact: People who buy 
stamps often pay taxes. 

Mr. Tilton might also consider 
this simple fact: Taxpayers often 
patronize postoffices. 

There is no good reason for in- 
creasing the rates on first-class 
postage, for the simple reason that 
there is no necessity of running 
the Pestoffice Department at a 
profit. 

The people want good mail serv- 
ice and they want cheap mail serv- 
ice. There is no reason why they 
cannot get good mail service and 
cheap mail service. There is no 
more reason why the Postoffice De- 
partment should be a paying prop- 
osition than there is why the War 
Department or the Navy Depart- 
ment should make money. 

There is no excuse for higher 
postage rates. There is no excuse 
for curtailed postal service. If 
there isn’t an end of this nonsense 
before long, there will, however, be 
need of a new Postmaster General. 


In addition to our own “Call to 
Arms” and the earnest urge of 
Mr. Coes that every collector write 
his Congressman at once in protest 
of this proposed folly, a letter 
from Mr. P. M. Wolsieffer points 
out some things in a way that a 
stamp collector can best appreci- 
ate them. Mr. Wolsieffer’s letter 
follows:

Dear Mr. Linn: 


I was greatly interested in the 
comments made on page 12 of 
your November list issue by H. G. 
Kingdom, in relation to the in- 
crease of postage, made necessary, 
according to the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, by the annual deficit of the 
Postoffice Department. 

This so-called annual deficit has 
always been an interesting feature 
when we stop to consider the con- 
ditions. I claim that the deficit is 
simply a matter of bookkeeping 
and that the accounts of the Post- 
office Department are not properly 
kept. 

For example, a large business 
concern spending sums of money 
for advertising and the business 
consisting of various departments, 
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Photographic proofs 1, 4 and 10 
Peseta (the artist’s model), enlarged 
5 times. Without these beauties your 
set is incomplete. No other dealer 
has them.

has a special charge of a certain 
amount to each department, ac- 
cording to the amount of space 
used, and in that way it indicates 
what departments are paying their 
way. 

Now the question arises, should 
the Postoffice Department be made 
the “goat” of all the other depart- 
ments and stand the expense of 
their tons of mail matter shipped 
out probably daily? I am of the 
opinion that each department 
should be charged up with the 
amount of postage that would or- 
dinarily be used and not saddle 
this expense on the Postoffice De- 
partment. Even the Postoffice De- 
partment should pay its share for 
the amount of pounds of mail mat- 
ter that they send through the 
mail. 

All stamp collectors are well 
aware of the fact that the Govern- 
ment at one time issued sets of 
stamps for each department, from 
le to 90c, and in the case of the 
State Department the set was up 
to $20. How many collectors have 
thought why this was done? But 
the explanation is that the Post- 
office Department desired to find 
out how much mail matter was 
sent out and how many stamps 
used in each department. After 
some time the department stamps 
were abolished and the story then 
prevalent was that the amount of 
mail matter carried by the Post- 
office Department was so great 
that the authorities at that time 
did not desire the general public 
to get that information. 

In addition to that expense the 
Postoffice Department is burdened 
with all the free franked material 
of the Congressmen, Senators and 
privileged persons. Also we must 
not forget the public printer who 
sends out tons of material every 
year and which goes under a frank. 

I am fully convinced that if all 
the mail that the Postoffice De- 
partment carries free is charged 
against the different departments, 
that the Postoffice Department 
will be shown to be on a paying 
basis and that there will be no ne- 
cessity of any increase in postage 
at the present time. 

When you write your Congress- 
man or Senator in protest of this 
increased postage, you should re- 
mind them of the fact that the 
Postoffice Department is bearing 
the entire expense of all other of- 
ficials and departments of the 
Government.

PRECANCEL 
NEWS

When you see a stamp with the 
name of a city and state printed 
upon it, IT IS A PRECANCEL. 
“Precancel” is the term given 
stamps with such cancellations up- 
on them. And they are valuable! 


Take for example the 10c Louisi- 
ana Purchase. The Scott catalogue 
lists it at 60c for a used copy. If 
it happens to be a precancel, and 
from Chicago, it is worth $20.00. 
The Harding Memorial stamp, for 
another example, lists at 3c for a 
used copy by the Scott catalogue. 
But if it is precancelled Detroit, 
Mich., it is worth 30c, and if pre- 
cancelled St. Paul, it is worth 50c. 
The big difference in valuation is 
due to the number used. St. Paul 
used fewer Harding Memorial pre- 
cancels than Detroit, and the num- 
ber just cancelled, far exceeds the 
number precancelled, hence the 
various prices. 


The precancel hobby is a special- 
ized hobby of cancellations! Can- 
cellations from the different cities! 


It is fascinating to collect pre- 
cancels, as they come on your 
daily mail, and new ones come 
daily. Your cancelled stamps are 
more than cancelled stamps if 
they have the name of a city and 
state printed upon them. They are 
precancels! 


Nearly every city uses precan- 
cels and many use pretty and in- 
teresting fonts of type. 


Look through your duplicates! 
Sort out the precancels! Start a 
collection of them. Classify them 
by cities and then by states. Use 
a loose leaf album. You will then 
be on the way to become a precan- 
cel collector, and perhaps a big one 
some day.

TRADE OR Stamp publications, 
EXCHANGE like daily papers, 
print classified ad- 
vertising and we often wonder why 
collectors do not make more use of 
this classified advertising both to 
dispose of their own surplus and 
to acquire things that they want. 

_The Editor distinctly remembers 
his own early experiences in trad- 
ing stamps with other collectors 
and especially with foreign collec- 
tors. Years ago, “Dad” used to 
say that I would trade off my head 
if it wasn’t fastened on. Maybe 
some people are just born traders 
and others never have the urge to 
trade, but trading is the one best 
outlet for those surplus duplicates 
that you wonder what to do with. 
Trading will get you more new 
stamps for your collection at less 
cost than any other method. Of 
course, there are some who have 
not the time, others who have not 
the need to go about acquiring 
their stamps as cheaply as possible 
for they can afford to give away 
their duplicates in order to get rid 
of them. Then there are others 
who must just be too lazy to do 
the work that is required in dis- 
posing of duplicates in this man- 
ner. 

Yet, exchanging with other col- 
lectors is the ideal way for every 
collector to turn over his dupli- 
cates and to acquire new varieties. 

One of the finest experiences 
that the Editor ever had in this 
respect was many years ago when 
for the sending of small numbers 


of what were then common U. §S. 
stamps, to a correspondent in 
Sierra Leone, there came back nu- 
merous fine mint copies of the 
early issues of this colony. Stop 
and consider the matter a bit. To 
you, the current von Steuben, the 
many other commemoratives of 
the past few years are but trash, 
yet collectors in Africa, South 
America and many other parts of 
the world are eagerly waiting to 
acquire copies of these stamps. In 
fact these same collectors can 
readily use five or ten nice copies 
of each of them for they make far 
better traders in Africa than do 
the current Africans which are 
plentiful there. 

There are many collectors, all 
over the world who are glad to 
correspond and trade, even the 
commoner’ values of current 
stamps of their country for the 
commoner values of our current 
stamps. Make an effort to get in 
touch with some of these people, 
try a small envelope full of cur- 
rent U. S. of both commemoratives 
and others as a first sending, and 
see what you get in return. The 
foreign collector is usually a man 
who demands stamps in good con- 
dition. Treat him right and you 
will find that he usually treats you 
better. 

There are various ways of get- 
ting in touch with reliable collec- 
tors in foreign countries. One of 
the best ways is to join one of the 
leading stamp societies, either the 
A. P. S. or the S. P. A. Both of 
these societies have numerous 
members in all parts of the world 
and many of them are eager to 
exchange. You can also use a 
small classified advertisement in 
some of the stamp papers and so- 
licit exchange with foreign collec- 
tors. 


NUMBER TWO Did you ever 
COLLECTION think of start- 

ing a number 
two collection. A number two col- 
lection is a fine way to help dis- 
pose of your duplicates. It’s lots of 
fun and it costs you little or noth- 
ing and some day you can dispose 
of it to advantage. It is like 
drawing interest on money in the 
bank. It is drawing interest on 
your investment in stamps. 

The rules for making a number 
two collection are quite simple. 
First you acquire an album, an 
International Junior is good for 
this purpose. A new album should 
be used for the number two collec- 
tion must be kept neat just as is 
your number one collection. Now 
in making a number two collection 
your first rule is that you never 
buy any stamps for it. It is to 
cost you nothing, thus when you 
dispose of it, the collection will be 
net profit to you. : 

You start the collection by pick- 
ing from your duplicates every- 
thing that you can put into the 
collection, then you trade for any-

GEORGE WASHINGTON 
SERIES OF STAMPS 





The Postoffice Department is 
gathering material for an _ all- 
Washington series of about 18 
stamps to be issued in connection 
with the 1932 bicentennial celebra- 
tion. George D. Pettit of Water- 
port, N. Y., sends a clipping tell- 
ing about a find by Postmaster 
General Brown of a hitherto un- 
published portrait of Washington. 
The portrait has hung for many 
years in the Westmoreland Club 
of Richmond, Va. The Richmond 
portrait depicts Washington about 
the time that he went out with 
Braddock. The portrait was paint- 
ed from life by Robert Peel. 

It is the intention of the Depart- 
ment to show in the forthcoming 
series of stamps, Washington as 
a youth, as a civil engineer, as 
commander in chief of the army 
and so on through his life. A sort 
of from the cradle to the grave is- 
sue. 


THE QUEER STORY OF 
HAIT’S MONEY 





The most novel scheme by which 
the currency system of a nation 
was established and stabilized was 
that effected by Chief Governor 
Christophe of Haiti. In 1807 Haiti 
was bankrupt. There was no gold 
in the country on which to build a 
currency system. But Christophe 
solved the problem. 

The most essential household 
utensil in Haiti at that time was 
the gourd. It was dried, scraped, 
and cut into a bowl, spoon or a 
bottle. The native had to have 
gourds. Christophe based his plan 
for the establishment of a solid 
currency system upon this fact. He 
issued an arbitrary act that all 
green gourds in the country were 
official property. He sent soldiers 
to pick these gourds, and 227,000 
gourds and _ calabashes were 
brought in. Christophe placed a 
value of 20 sous on each gourd. 

In turn the natives brought in 
coffee and bought back their own 
gourds. Christophe resold the 
coffee to Europe for gold. In this 
manner trade was established with 
England and other countries and 
a stable currency was fixed for 
Haiti. The standard coin of Haiti 
is still called the “gourde”.
